to  them  for  the  jiayment  of  such  interest,  and  shall  be 
payable  at  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia,  in  the  City 
of  Vancouver,  in  ten  years  from  the  date  of  same. 

3.  Tliat  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund
